MOSCOW — The news of President 


Nixon's plan to visit China apparently 
came as a stunning surprise to Soviet 
leaders. 


Western diplomats here said the Krem- 


lin, though previously concerned over the 
warming in relations between Peking and 
Washington, had not expected so rapid a 
turn of events. 


They speculated tiiat Soviet authorities 


were probably annoyed by the news, 
which leaves Moscow on the outside of a 
spectacular diplomatic development, and 
also concerned about Ihe long-range im- 
plications of a decisive improvement in 
Chinese-American relations. 


The news itself was reported tersely 


and without comment by Tass, the Soviel 
press agency, in separate 100-word dis- 
patches from Peking and Washington 
more 
than seven hours after the an- 


nouncements were made. Izvestia, the 
government 
newspaper, 
Friday night 


printed the Tass reports on its foreign 
news page under the headline, "Nixon in- 
vited to the P.R.C. (People's Republic of 
China). 


Speaking of the impact of the news on 


the Soviet leaders, a senior diplomat, com- 
mented, "They've been saying for several 
years that Peking would embrace the 
Americans, and now it looks as if it may 
happen."

ended in Premier Cliou En-lai's invitation 
to President Nixon to visit mainland 
China.

In Washington, Nationalist China's am- 


bassador to (lie U.S. lodged a new protest 
Friday against. Nixon's decision and com- 
plained publicly that his government was 
"getting a shabby deal." 


The envoy, James II. C. Slien, said the 


President's acceptance of an invitation 
from Premier Chou En-lai "is a blow to 
us" and "is not the kind of thing a friend 
and ally should do without prior consulta- 
tion or sufficient notice." 


(A Western White House spokesman 


said Friday Nixon will probably make his 
unprecedented trip to China sometime 
early next year. 


(lie said the President was anxious to 


make it soon so that it would not be 
caught up hi the partisan political activi- 
ties of the forthcoming U.S. presidential 
campaign, but he expressed the doubt 
that the formidable technical arrange- 
ments could be completed before the end 
of this year.)

Second quarter output up 


WASHINGTON — Tha Nixon adminis- 


tration announced an 8 per cent rise in 
the nation's output of goods and services 
in the second quarter of 1971 and hailed 
it as evidence the economy Is recovering 
even though half the increase resulted 
from inflation. The Commerce Depart- 
ment reported the Gross National Prod- 
uct, which measures the value of the to- 
tal output of goods and services, ad- 
vanced to a seasonally adjusted annual 
rate of ?1.04 trillion in the April-June 
quarter, up $19.7 billion from the first 
quarter. The increase resulted from a 3.6 
per cent rise in tha actual output of 
goods and services and from a 4.2 per 
cent increase in prices. 


'Too late for controls' 


WASHINGTON — Treasury Secretary 


John Connally, the Nixon's chief econom- 
ic spokesman, said Friday it Is five 
years too late to try to use wage and 
price controls to stem the current infla- 
tion. "If mandatory wage and price con- 
trols were called for, it would have been 
five years ago, not now," Connally told 
the National Alliance of Businessmen 
convention. "We're entering a peacetime 
economy . . . the men are coming home. 
If we have to have them (controls) in a 
peacetime economy, when will we ever 
get away from them?" Connally, insist- 
ing economic conditions were improving, 
pointed to the report that the gross na- 
tional product had increased by $20 bil- 
lion during the second quarter of this 
year. 


Job security hig snag 


WASHINGTON — Job security was 


reported Friday to be the main sticking 
point in round-the-clock negotiations to 
Iry and write a contract for the U.S. 
Postal Service's 750,000 employes by 
midnight Sunday. Assistant Labor Secre- 
tary William Usery, who had been called 
away in a futile attempt to avoid a strike 
against two big railroads Thursday, got 
the sides together again to work on the 
first contract in the history of the Post 
Office. Until the semiprivate U.S. Postal 
Service took over the Post Office July 1, 
Congress wrote all the labor agreements 
for the nation's mailmen. 


Oppose restrictions 


WASHINGTON — Two federal drug 


agencies Friday opposed legislation that 
would restrict the manufacture and dis- 
tribution of two 
commonly-prescribed 


stimulants, despite tesaimony that their 
use among drug addicts had led to physi- 
cal disorders and even death. Opposition 
to the measure was also voiced by the 
manufacturers of the two drugs: Geigy's 
Pharmaceuticals, makers of preludin, and 
CIBA Pharmaceutical Co., makers of ri- 
talin. Spokesman for the Bureau of Nar- 
cotics and Dangerous Drugs and the 
Food and Drug Administration told a 
Senate judiciary subcommittee that use 
of the two amphetamine-lika drugs was 
idll under study.

taken by the CSAC board 
. of directors last Friday to 
. support a legislative over- 
ride of the vetoes and to 
back a stale-wide- lawsuit 
by Uie counlies to block 
the vetoes. 


"IT APPEARS then that 


your 
administration and 


this association have hon- 
est differences of opinion 
on how best to conduct the 
public's business in these 
crucial areas," the letter 
said. 


"For over a decade this 


association has fought the 


long, l o n e l y fight for 
meaningful 
welfare 
and 


tax reform and we pledge 
to continue to work with 
your 
administration 
and 


all other interested persons 
toward this goal," the let- 
ter added. 


The 
letter said CSAC 


leadership would be "hap- 
py and privileged" to meet 
with Reagan to "again dis- 
cuss in depth our mutual 
programs .and 
commit- 


ments" to the'various re- 
forms. 


THE CSAC reaction was 


sparked by a statement 
made by Reagan in letters 
to the five Los Angeles 
County supervisors earlier 
this week. 


Reagan said there ap- 


pears to be a misunder- 
standing over the reasons 
behind Ms vetoes which he 
said were made to ensure 
that over-burdened taxpay- 
ers would not have to pay 
any more for welfare.

In summary the letter 


says, "We don't know what 
the future will bring, but 
as of this day, Saturday 
July 3 (the day Reagan ex- 
ercised his vetoes) must 
indeed be viewed as a 
bleak and disastrous day" 
because of the threat that 
"hundreds of millions of 
dollars could be shifted to 
local taxpayers."

That measure is a Dem- 


ocratic alternative to Gov. 
Ronald Reagan's welfare 
overhaul proposal rejected 
by Bcilenson's S e n a t e 
Health and Welfare Com- 
mittee. It contains many of 
the features of Reagan's 
plan. Reagan opposes it. 


Beilcnson's

That broadcast, which begins at 3 
p.m. 
Peking time, contained nine news 


items. The announcement of 
Premier 


Chou En-lai's invitation lo Nixon was the 
fifth item read by the announcer. 


THE ANNOUNCEMENT was not re- 


peated on subsequent news broadcasts 
Friday night nor was it mentioned again 
in today's news broadcasts. Important an- 
nouncements or items usually are re- 
peated on several news broadcasts of Pe- 
king Radio. 


In Hong Kong, Communist newspapers 


which take their editorial cues from Pe- 
king gave the announcement prominent 
front-page play, but there was no editori- 
al comment. 


Ordinary Russians expressed surprise 


at (lie news, not knowing what to make of 
it. The average Russian admires the U.S. 
and deeply distrusts the Chinese. 


A typical comment was, "Why doesn't 


Nixon come here instead of there?" 


"WHAT DOES it mean?" a Russian 


asked an American friend. "Should I be 
worried or .should I be pleased?" 


Premier Aleksei N. Kosygin, who had 


an opportunity to comment Friday, did 
not do so. In a 2-liour and 20-minule con- 
versation Friday with four American pub- 
lic figures, he reportedly never mentioned 
China. The four who met with Kosygin — 
Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho; David Rock- 
efeller, chairman of the Chase Manhattan 
Bank; Charles W. Yost, former U.S. chief 
representative at the United Nations, and 
James M. Gavin, a retired Army general 
— said they had discussed trade, disarma- 
ment, the United Nations and pollution 
control. 


A senior Western diplomat said he ex- 


pected that the official Soviet response to 


questions about the Nixon announcement 
would be similar to that offered since re- 
lations between Washington and Peking 
began lo improve dramatically several 
months ago: that Ihe Soviet Union favors 
the normalization of relations between all 
countries — so long as that normalization 
does not have anti-Soviet motivations. 


Soviet press comment in the past has 


shown skepticism about American assur- 
ances that Washington's policy toward 
China had no bearing on its desire for 
better relations with the Soviet Union. 


HUT WESTERN diplomats here lend 


to believe that despite ingrained distrust 
here, Soviet leaders probably see no di- 
rect threat to their country from a nor- 
malization of Chinse-American relations. 


These diplomats feel that probably of 


more concern to the Kremlin is the effect 
that Nixon's trip will have on Moscow's 
own relations with Peking. In recent 
years, of ideological conflict, the Soviet 
Union has sought to isolate China within 
the Communist movement and in the 
world. It has exerted pressure on China 
to end its anti-Soviet policy and to dis- 
courage other nations from establishing 
close ties with China. 


Nixon's visit, however, is expected to 


go a long way toward ending China's iso- 
lation and increasing its prestige. It will 
make it more difficult for the Soviet Un- 
ion to act as the s|x>kesman for the Com- 
munist movement, the diplomats feel, and 
will probably open the way for Japan and 
many other 
countries to 
"normalize" 


their relations as well. 


In Taipei, Nationalist Chinese in influ- 


ential government and business circles 
received Nixon's announcement with ini- 
tial disbelief followed by dismay. 


MANY 1'EOPl.E were numbed by thp 


news, slopping Americans to confirm thai 
the report was true and ask why Nixon 
was taking such a step. 


Most people interviewed today as- 


sumed tlie presidential visit would lead to 
the establishment of diplomatic relations 
between Peking China and Washington 
and noted that Nationalist China had re- 
fused to maintain diplomatic lies with 
countries that also recognized Peking.

H you have that lean and hungry look. 


Uncle Sam, M.D., wants YOU. 


But just for seven weeks. 
It's for medical research — and, wow, 


what research! 


As one doctor put it: 
"It will be Thanksgiving every day." 
Briefly, here's what you skinny volun- 


teers mil have to do: 


Eat five meals a day. 
SPECIFICALLY, up to 7,000 calories 


every day. 


Which means if you don't ask for sec- 


onds, you'll be goofing off. 


And when it's all over, they'll pay yon 


$500. 


Well, you say. there must be a catch? 
There is. You have to eat all these fab- 


ulous din-dins in the Clinical Study Center 
at Harbor General Hospital. Tor ranee.

during the project. 


Dr. George A. Bray, center director, 


said that

Dr. Bray, an authority on problems ol 


obesity, is starting a research project into 
the various 
physiological changes that 


take place in the human body when peo- 
ple gain weight. He wants to compare the 
changes that take place in skinny types 
with those that take place in the fat 
types. 


"Some persons were born to be lean 


and can't get themselves fat," says Dr. 
Bray. "Others are born to be fat and 
can't get themselves lean." 


Dr. Bray, who also is associate chief 


of the endocrinology division at Harbor 
General and associate professor of medi- 
cine at UCLA, said that the lean volun- 
teers should be 20 to 30 years old. 


"WE WILL measure accurately what 


they eat ordinarily," he described. "Then 
we'll add 4,000 calories to their normal 
diet, giving them a total daily caloric in- 
take of 6,000 to 7,000 a day." 


The study is being underwritten by the 


National Institutes of Health, the research 
arm of the U.S. Public Health Service, 
with additional financial assistance-from 
the Diabetes Association of Southern Cali- 
fornia. 


Dr. Bray, five-foot-10 and lean, has al- 


ready experimented on himself. 


"I went from 165 pounds to 183 pounds 


in five weeks," he said, "and I found 
that certain changes, including person- 
ality, look place. 


"I couldn't sleep as well while I was 


overeating. I felt warmer. All the time 1 
lell lull and stuffed — as if I had just fin- 
ished a Christmas dinner. 


"I SLOWED DOWN, and became out 


.I breath easily. My ankles became swol- 
len. 


"My clothes didn't fit. 1 found that my 


collars wouldn't button." 


Well, that's about it. Plenty of chow. 


Oooriles of noodles. You'll probably gain 
about 30 pounds. That figures out at about 
$17 a pound they'll pay you.

Underground movements 


are usually aimed against 
the "establishment," but 
there is one in Long Beach 
which is saving the city 
thousands of dollars a year 
while assuring residents a 
continual flow of clean wa- 
terV: . 


This "movement" is one 


in which Long Beach Wa- 
ter Department pipelines 
can be cleaned and lined 
with cement without hav- 
ing to remove them from 


•_ the ground. 


": EVERY DAY OF the 


year, an average of more 
than 59 million gallons of 
water circulates through 


850 miles of city water 
mains to residential, com- 
mercial 
and 
industrial 


users in Long Beach. 


Since some of the mains 


are cast iron, and since 
water is a corrosive agent, 
corrosion and encurslment 
build up inside the pipe. If 
this 
could not he con- 


trolled, 
(he 
flow through 


the pipes would be re- 
duced, increasing the cost 
of pumping, and tap water 
would become rusty and 
both unpleasant to look at 
and to taste. 


Ultimately, in fact, the 


corrosion and encrustment 
the flow of water to a

TYPICAL OF SUCH pro- 


jects is one just being 
completed by a Wilming- 
ton firm, the Pipe Lining 
Division of Ameron, Inc., 
on Pacific Avenue between 
Ocean Boulevard and Pa- 
cific Coast Highway and 
on Artesia Boulevard from 
Ixjs Angeles River to the 
east city limits. 


Such projects are divid- 


ed into sections which, de- 
pending on the diameter of 
the pipe, may rim from 750 
to 2,000 feet long. By-pass

For smaller pipes, up to 


about 16 inches in diame- 
ter,

method may be 


used. A spring-steel clean- 
ing tool, composed of a se- 
ries of scrapers and an as- 
sembly 
of 
tight-fitting 


squeegees, 
is 
dragged 


through the pipe on a ca- 
ble. 


THE cement-mortar lin- 


ing also may be applied by 
one of two basic methods, 
depending upon the diame- 
ter of the pipe. On smaller 
lines, 
a dispensing ma- 


chine is pulled through the 
pi|>e, and the cement is fed 
under pressure through a 
hose. 
A 
rotating 
head 


sprays (he cement onto the 
pipe, and a conical trowel 
is dragged behind the dis- 
penser, smoothing the ce- 
ment onto the interior of 
the pipe. 


On large-diameter pipes, 


a larger lining machine is 
used and an operator trav- 
els through the pipe with 
it. The cement is applied 
by a rotating dispenser, 
and the operator controls 
the thickness of the lining 
by the speed of rotation 
and the speed of the ma- 
chine through the pipe. An 
electrically powered rotat- 
ing arm 
trowels the ce- 


ment mortar to a smooth 
finish. 


In the larger pipes, mor- 


lar is carried through the 
pipe to Ihe dispensing ma- 
chine by a second operator 
on an electrically powered 
bucket, which has a capac- 


ity of about one-half a cu- 
bic yard.

The jury said it found "a

Gladiolus that have finished blooming may be dug 


up, before the leafage has died down, then placed in 
a shaded area to dry. Cut the completely dried foli- 
age down to the bulb (corm) top. Clean off ihe soil 
and any loose bulb covering. Put bulbs in a box with 
a cover or in a plastic sack Sprinkle some bulb dust 
or a vegetable-tomato rlusl over the bulbs mid seal 
them. Ten days later take them out and put them in 
a box and store them in the tool shed or garage hi 
the shade. Plant them out next fall or early winter 
when the new tips begin to develop. 


Foliage bathe camellias, fuchsias, azaleas, begon- 


ias, ferns, in fact any shade plants that in their natu- 
ral habitat normally would get showers. These plants 
like humidity, and normally don't get it in the drier 
areas of S. California. Camellias should never lack 
for sufficient moisture when the buds are developing. 
Camellia bud drop on dependable blooming varieties 
results when Ihey lack water, and then almost are 
drowned.

A.— I'lant rhubarb from 


the container. The lop of 
Ihe plant's root ball should 
be level with the surround- 
ing garden soil. Water well 
but don't keep the soil con- 
stantly moist. Strawberries 
usually are planted bare 
root, like the rhubarb dur- 
ing 
the 
winter 
season. 


Now, they may be availa- 
ble in plastic or aluminum 
containers. Plant fhcni in 
a row of soil. Cultivate a 
furrow two inches deep on 
each side of the row of 
t h e s t r a w b e r r i e s . 
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Irrigate tiie furrows well 
so the ridge of soil is thor- 
oughly soaked. Tins is the 
way the sfrawhcrries arc 
watered. There are several 
methods of keeping birds 
frum bothering fruit trees. 
One way is fn cover (he 
tree with cheese netting 
cloth. Another is lo make 
a cat scarecrow. Take an 
old fur piece antl cover it 
over some waddcd-up cloth 
that is formed like a cat 
and (ic it to a tree branch 
exposed lo sunlight. iHnve 
it to other parts of the tree 
every 
four or five clays. 


One of the old-time tricks 
was to toss a neutral color 
spool of thread hack and 
forth over the tree in var- 
ious d i r e c t i o n s which 
would 
form a spider-like 


threading over the tree. 
The birds didn't like to be- 
come 
(angled 
in 
Ihe 


threads.

Pacifist priest refuses to pay income tax 
used to support wars past, present, future

"This year I refused to 


pay 65 per cent of my fed- 
eral income tax." said 3S- 
year-old Gregg II. Cluircli- 
ill, priest, marriage coun- 
selor, ex-rancher, ex-infan- 
Iry officer and dedicated 
pacifist. 


"I think the figure Is a 


conservative estimate of 
Hie amount of tax 
that 


goes for wars past, present 
and future. And I'm not m- 
e l u d i n g hospitalization, 
pensions and other benefiis 
to veterans. 


"I don't think I will go 


to jail, but if I have to — 
well. 


"If a great many people 


look my stand I think it 
would be a very creative 
situation." 
(Joan 
Eaez, 


folk singer and pacifist, is 
one who has refused to pay 
the tax.' 


What makes a man be- 


come a pacifist? Father 
Gregg drank coffee in his 
Seal Beach home and told 
how he came to lhat posi- 
tion. His zeal does nothing 
to dampen 
his cheerful 


manner, his obvious joy in 
living. It is a 
pleasant 


house with heavy emphasis 
on art, much of it the tal- 
ented work of his young 
wife, Patty. A Golden Re- 
t r i e v e r named 
Daisy 


nursed nine pups in the 
next room. 


"MY 
FATIIEK, 
Perry 


Churchill, was a superior 
court judge in Ventura. He 
was a very human judge 
;and deeply interested in 
Jyoung people. He worked 
• hard to improve juvenile 
law. 
." "He believed in personal 
• liberty. I remember a case 
•in which a Mexican was 
•arrested for 
drunkenness 


•in his front yard. My fa- 
:Uier, a lawyer at the time,

his own property if he 
didn't hurt anyone else.

Stale University where I 
majored in animal husban- 
dry. That was a wonderful 
experience. 
Never a day 


goes by without my being 
homesick 
tor 
animals. 


Some day I will get a little 
farm. I gave it up because 
1 decided I loved people 
more than I loved cows." 


HE LEFT the room to 


make sure that Pup No. 9 
was getting his share of 
the milk. 


"I volunteered for train- 


ing as an airborne infantry 
officer. I was sent to Fort 
Benning, Ga. I was sincere 
and serious. I wanted to be 
a good officer. I enjoyed 
it. 


"Looking back, I think a 


turning point may have 


been my contact with Mos- 
kowitz. 1 was made com- 
pany commander in basic 
training at Fort Leonard 
Wood, Mo. Moskowitz was 
a gentle, melancholy Jew 
from Chicago. He meant 
well, but he had no desire 
to be a soldier. 


"He showed up worst in 


bayonet practice. The idea 
of killing with cold steel 
was contrary to his nature, 
i considered Moskowitz a 
challenge and I macie him 
my protege. I drilled him 
intensively 
on 
our own 


lime. Finally I perfected 
him. He could go through 
all the movements with 
precision and at the right 
instant scream 'Kill! Kill!' 
•Blood! Blood!' 


"tf he oversaw hand-to- 


hand combat I imagine he 
gave a good account of 
himself. But what righl did 
I have to alter the person- 
ality 
of 
this non-violent 


man who intended to do 
something belter with his 
life? 


"1 guess I was uncon- 


sciously bothered even as 
a 
soldier, because just 


prior to being discharged I 
met a chaplain through 
whom 
I found 
faith 
in 


Christ. 


HIS 
MILITARY 
duty 


completed, Gregg returned 
lo his true love. He be- 
came an assistant manager 
in a huge farm corpora- 
lion. The work was terri- 
bly hard — M to 15 hours 
a day — and there was 
nothing to do in the scant 
free time in the country, 
so he started attending the 
meetings of the tiny South- 
ern Baptist Mission. Thera 
were at most 30 members 
and the "pastor" was an 
18-year-old airman. Bap- 


tisms were performed in 
an irrigation ditch. 


"I began lo rethink my 


goals in life," Gregg said. 


The re-evaluation led to 


his enrollment in Fuller 
Seminary in Pasadena, a 
conservative, Bible-orient- 
ed school. He finished the 
tliree years in four, be- 
cause lie had to work lor a 
living. "While in Pasadena 
I began attending 
early 


communion at an Episco- 
pal Church. 


"I knew then that 1 was 


an Episcopalian." So he 
went lo Church Divinity 
School at Berkeley and to 
Bloy House, Los Angeles, 
to become a priest. He is 
now about to achieve his 
doctorale in counseling at 
the Claremonl School of 
Theology. The topic of his 
disscrtalion 
is 
"Emerg- 


ence of the Self." 


HE WAS asked: "Isn't 


Ihe Episcopal Church a 
strange place for a man 
with your views? II has al- 
ways been the predomi- 
nant church of the Ameri- 
can military and it is very 
strong in the Establish- 
ment generally." 


"Not really. Priests like 


me 
make 
Episcopalians 


nervous. They can't afford 
us 
financially but they 


can't deny Christ's nonvi- 
olent teachings and exam- 
ple. I'm not going to judge 
Ihe motives 
of others. I 


have as much to be forgiv- 
en as anyone. But 1 feel 
llial aggressive non-violent 
love is the missing link in 
the 
teachings 
of 
the 


Church. While I recognize 
lhat many sincere Chris- 
tians are honorable sol- 
diers, I must point out lhat 
there is an element of 
self-defeat 
in their vio- 


lence. War, at best, has an 


extremely limiled value. I 
accept it for other Chris- 
liaiis as a 
fact of life. 


Thai's

Pacifism, 
according lo 


pacifist Father Gregg, is a 
bad word. 


"PACIFISM, in the pro- 


World War 11 sense, often 
amounted 
to 
passivism, 


being a doormat for Jesus. 


"I am seeking for a new 


word 
for 
nonviolence, 


which is a negative word. 
Perhaps one should say 
'Truth 
Force' 
or 
'Soul 


Force.' We must seek out 
active and creative ways 
of resisting evil. The Truth 
Force concept of Gandhi 
nnd 
jMarlin Luther King 


holds Ihe power and ener- 
gy of love as the essential 
tendency of every being lo 
affirm 
Ihe 
existence of 


every other being." 


Father Gregg was asked 


lo comment on a story told 
by 
an 
elderly 
Russian- 


American: "As a little boy 
I was a 'House Mennonite.' 
The Mennonitcs are a com- 
munal, pacifistic German 
sect. They are great farm- 
ers so the Tsar invited 
them to come lo Russia 
with a promise of freedom 
from the draft. Some of 
them did well. My family 
became 
gentry 
with 
a 


walled 
great house 
and 


hundreds of peasants. In 
Ihe revolution of about 1910 
the peasants attacked us. 
My father and cousins and 
uncles fought back. Greal 
grandfather, 
a 
w h i t e - 


beared, saintly old man, 
said "1 can never shed hu- 
man blood." Bui the peas- 
ants rigged up a battering 
ram and broke down the 


oak-and-iron 
gate. 
They 


would 
have 
looted and 


burned down the house and 
killed 
everybody. 
Great 


grandfather said 'May God 
forgive me,' took his hunt- 
ing rifle from the wall and 
laid down a deadly fire. 
The peasants retreated." 


"THESE House Mennon- 


ites, these aristocrats, had 
many choices before that 
bad "day," s a i d Father 
Gregg. 
"Through 
pride 


and greed and indifference 
to the needs of others they 
failed their Christian faith. 


"Justice 
should 
have 


been done long before. But 
even 
in the 
maelstrom 


there are possibilities for 
those who have eyes lo 
see. The one acl that lim- 
its all possibilities is kill- 
ing. 
People are more im- 


portant than things. 


"This is a hard road but 


there is only one road to 
peace. H is through con- 
frontation and negotiation 
and struggle. There are 
examples where Russian 
ami Nazi troops were op- 
posed successfully by non- 
violent means 
in World 


War II. It is possible the 
Mennonites 
could 
have 


found a way. 


"IF 
YOU wanl 
peace 


you must struggle for it. If 
your goals are achieved, 
you must struggle for new 
goals. There is no dis- 
charge in this war. 


There is a hymn which 


says: 


'The peace of God, it is 


no peace, 


'But slrife closed in the 


sod. 


'Yet, brothers, pray for 


but one thing, 


The marvelous peace of 


God.' 
"[ cannot go along with 


those pacifists who make 
nonviolence 
an absolute. 


That is idolatry. There is 
no absolute except God. A 
policeman must use force 
lo arrest a person who is 
endangering 
others. But 


the police cannot reduce 
violence in society without 
reducing their own vio- 
lence. Research and lech- 
nology need to be applied 
to the development of non- 
lethal restraining weapons. 
Creative thought needs to 
be direcled toward helping 
policemen who are in a 
circular and negative rela- 
tionship with Iheir com- 
munity. 


"VIOLENCE is one of 


the choices we have. It is 
very far down on Ihe list 
of choices I have. I wish 
all men felt the same. 


"Of the young radicals I 


must 
say 
'Which one" 


They're all different. Most 
of them represent the cry 
of everyone's insiclcs, the 
deep inner thrust of every- 
one in the United Stales to 
repent of whal we're doing 
in 
Vietnam. Whal hap- 


pened in Washington was 
hopeful because it signals 
a swing to nonviolence in 
the peace movements. 
I 


foresee less bombings and 
violence. 
I 
hope I 
am 


right." 


Father Gregg's experi- 


ence as a marriage and 
family counselor suggests 
a pattern for world peace. 
"In Ihe United Stales the 
majority of murders occur 
within families where peo- 
ple become 'survival fig- 
ures' 
for 
each 
other. 


Rejection by the spouse is 
perceived as a threat to

Prof says protesting police 
not just seeking extra dollar

"The 
policeman who's 


protesting today isn't just 
looking for an extra dol- 
lar," according to Dr. Carl 
Specht, former lx>s Ange- 
les Police Department ser- 
geant, now heading the po- 
lice science department at 
Cerritos College. 


"The current wage de- 


mands by local law en- 
forcement officers are the 
results of several factors," 
said Specht. 


And 
Specht, who just 


completed studying data 
from 191 California law en- 


forcement administrators, 
should know. 


"The 
most 
pressing 


problem is the increased 
cost of living. Reports that 
indicate that law enforce- 
ment officers are just look- 
ing for another raise aren't 
really accurate," Specht 
said. 


"In most cases the po- 


licemen are just asking for 
a salary increase equal to 
those given other employes 
in the same city. When the 
city's 
maintenance men 


get a cost of living raise, 
the policeman wants an 
equal one," the long-time 
Downey resident said. 


And police jobs vary. 


The results of a survey au- 
thorized by the Los Ange- 
les City Council indicated 
that jobs within the police 
department vary a great 
deul more than the current 
promotion 
steps 
make 


provisions for. 


As a result the Los Au- 


geles Police Department 
and the Los Angeles Sher- 
iff's Department are expe- 
rimenting 
with 
a 
plan 


which would allow more 
flexibility in their inner de- 
partment 
advancement 


program. This plan would 
provide more pay for offi- 
cers who assume a little 


more 
responsibility, 
pay 


incentivies for policemen 
taking college courses and 
added pay and recognition 
for officers doing special- 
ized work. 


"Unfortunately for small 


city 
police departments, 


the added cost of such a 
program would be almuol 
p r o h i b i t i v e , but that 
doesn't keep the smaller 
department 
officer 
from 


hoping some less drastic 
changes will be made," 
Specht said. 


"Policemen 
today face 


challenges never imagined 
by the cop on the beat in 
1949. When I joined the de- 
partment in 1949, people 
accepted policemen on the 
same basis as their doctor 
or

pharmacist," 


Specht said. 


"Today the local police 


officer represents 'the es- 
tablishment'. Those people 
who are perpetuating to- 
day's social rebellion see 
the police officer 
as a 


symbol of authority which, 
can be destroyed. They 
don't have any negative 
feelings against the officer 
himself, but 
when they 


drive by and kill a cop 
they seem to feel that they 
have struck a blow against 
the establishment," Specht 
explained.

In keeping with the titie of this column it is ap- 


propriate to take note of remarks made recently by 
Harbor Commissioner H. E. (Bud) Ridings Jr. as he 
handed away the gaven concluding a year as presi- 
dent of the Long Beach Harbor Board. 


"Sixty years ago on June 24, 1911, the first mu- 


nicipal berth in the Port of Long Beach was dedicat- 
ed. 


"Actual development of the port had begun a few 


years before as a private enterprise by a small 
group of truly farsighted leaders of our community 
including Jontham Bixby and John Craig, the great- 
uncle and grandfather, respectively, of our present 
harbor commissioners, 
Llewellyn Bixby Jr. and 


James Craig Jr. 


"In May. 1925, just 'X years ago, the present 


commission form of port management came into ex- 
istence as a result of city charter provisions re- 
soundingly approved of city charier provisions re- 
The wisdom of that approval has been demonstrated 
many times over by the almost phenomenal growth 
of the port in the ensuing 36 years during which pe- 
riod "10 citizens of Long Beach have served as har- 
bor commissioners, contributing their time and busi- 
ness acumen to the well being of port operations. 


"The Port of Long Beach handled approximately 


one million tons of cargo in its first year under com- 
mission management, and grew steadily until in its 
50th year, just 10 years ago, the port recorded its 
first 10 million ton year. 


"In the 10 years since the port's 50th anniversary, 


1 fro in 1961 (o 1971, an even more dramatic growth has 
taken .place. 


"Cargo tonnage has increased by 2U times from 


the 10 million tons of 1980-61 to mure than 25 million 
tons for the year now ending. 


"Port operating revenues have increased by more 


than tliree times the 50-61 figure, from $3,600,000 
then to $10,900,000 this year.
